Washington, D. C., Dec. 7-—[Spe- 
dal.j—Despite the overthrow of Ger- 
map militarism and despite the min- 
istrations of the league of nations, 
gutecracy is again rampant.in Europe 
and the survival of democracy is im- 
petiled, according to President Wilson's 
message to congress today. 

Dissuaded from attempting to ap- 
pear before congress, the president 
transmitted his address, which was 
read in both houses. 


Democracy in “Final Test.” 


Without going into particulars, Mr. 
Wilson said that “ democracy is being 
put to its final test ” by Europe’s “ wan- 
ton rejection of the principle of demo- 
and a substitution of the princi- 
ple of autocracy,” as he called upon 
the United States to save democracy 
by making an example of its successful 
operation. 
| The nation can do this, he said, by 
the enactment and enforcement of 
equal and just laws, safeguarding the 
fights of labor as well as of capital 
asd property and by “standing for 
right and justice” in dealing with 
other nations. 


Wants tax laws revised. 

A demand for revision” and simpli- 
feation of the income and profits tax 
iws was made by the president. He 
dd not, however, speak of reductions 
at this time, though he did comment 
optimistically 6n the progress of the 
government toward cutting down the } 
national debt. He urged a budget sys- 
tem, cautious appropriation and econ- 


omy. 

' Philippine Indeperfdence. 

The president urged congress to 
grant full independence to the Philip- 
pines in accord with statutory promise 
conditional upon the establishment of 
stable self-government, which condi- 
@ tion, he asserted, had been fulfilled in 
the last four y@rs. 

This recommendation lends new en- 
couragement to the Philippine repre- 
gentatives here, who will endeavor to 
bring the matter before congress at 
this session. There is W prospect of 
serious consideration of the Philippine 
question, however, before the Harding 
administration comes into power. 


Attitude of G. 0. P. Leaders. 
_The position of the Republican 
leaders on this question is presented 
by Representative Towner, chairman 
of the insular affairs committee, in this 
manner: | 

“The question regarding the Philip- 
pines is more complicated than appears 
on the surface,” he said. “ Independ- 
ence is not what the Filipinos want or 
are demanding. They would not ac- 
cept freedom on any condition. But 
what they. want is their independence 
giaranteed. It is believed by many‘ 
that to turn the Philippines loose with- 
eat a guaranty of protection of their 
independence would be impossible, and 
thet. it would be equally impossible to 
secure at this time such a guaranty. 
Until world conditions are more stable, 
I do not believe any action will be 
taken iy congress along lines of Philip- 
pine independence.”

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PLENTY OF ‘SPUDS,’ 
DON’T STORE’EM; 
PRICE MAY FALL 


Don’t store up a winter’s supply of 
potatoes, advises a bulletin issued yes- 
terday by Russell J. Poole, secretary 
of the council committee on living 
costs. “ Potatoes are retailing for 45 
cents a peck-—a reasonable price—and 
they will be cheaper from now on until 
spring,” the bulletin says. y 

“The nation has a crop of over 
400,000,000 bushels of potatoes, the 
largest in ten years. Farmers are 
storing potatoes for higher prices, 
which, under the circumstances, will 
mean one of two things: either the 
farmer will se¥d-at a lower price, or his 
crop will spoil on his hands. 

“At Traverse City, Mich., there are 
approximately 1,000,000 busheis of po- 
tatoes in storage, held by farmers for 
better prices. It costs 40 cents a hun- 
dred to deliver them in Detroit, while 
Canada, shipping by water, can deliver 
them for about i cent a hundred. 

« About Dec. 15 Denmark will begin 
shipping potatoes to the United States. 
The low rate of exchange doubles the 
price for the Danes when their receipts 
are turned into kroner.” 


Filipinos Must Wear 


Trousers or Go to Prison 
[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
MANILA, Dec. 7.—A bill introduced 

in the Philippine territorial senate to- 
day would make it obligatory for the 
male inhabitants of the islands to wear 
trousers in public under penalty of 
five years’ imprisonment.

PARIS, Dec. 7.—The reparation com- 
missions announced today that Ger- 
many must deliver*to France and Bel- 
gium a total of 1,740,000 fowls “within 
four years, 25.165 goats within three 
years, and 15,250 pigs within one year. 
The German representatives, have 
agreed. 

The commission also announced that 
Germany has. almost completed de- 
livery of the live stock advances ‘re- 
quired under the peace treaty. Ger- 
many has _ been instructed by the com- 
mission to deliver within six months 
30,000 horses, 125,000 sheep, and 90,000 
cattle, including 30,000 in calf. 

The total number of horses, sheep, 
and ‘cattle to be delivered eventually 
‘will be fixed later. 


Liquor License Loses 
Ground in Massachusetts 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 7.—-The vote on 
the liquor Heense question in twenty- 
one Massachusetts cities today showed 
a decided reversal from last year, when 
the majority voted in fawor of license. 
With returns from Brockton, Taunton, 
and New Bedford missing, only three 
cities voted license. Whey were Fall 
River, Holyoke, and Chicopee. 

On the question of granting licenses 
for the sale of beverages containing 
not more than 2.75 per cent of alcohol, 
under an act adopted by the voters of 
the state at the November election, 
nine cities voted in favor. They were 
Cambridge, Chicopee, Fall River, Fitch- 
burg, Holyoke, Marlborough, Peabody, 
Salem, and Springfield. 

Three cities, Methuen, Springfield, 
and Waltham, refused to indorse pub- 
lic boxing bouts under the new state 
boxing commission. Fifteen cities voted 
to permit amateur sports on Sunday 
afternoon. Methuen, .Newberryport, 
and Waltham voted against the propo- 


sition.

A drive to collect $5,000,000 in delin- 
quent taxes and penalties which has 
been assessed against violators of the 
Volstead act was begun yesterday by 
Harry W. Mager, collector of internal 
revenue.

The taxes and penalties, which 
amount to approximately $2,700 in

May Sell Property. : 

In each case evidence that liquor 
has been manufactured or sold illegal- 
ly has been obtained. The civil penalty 
for illegal sales of Whisky is $1,000. 
This is doubled by the Volstead act and 
special taxes amounting to $750 added. 
The right to sell property owned by 
offenders in order to pay taxes is given 
in the Volstead act. Collections of 
such tax or penalty gives no right to 
engage in the manufacture or sale of 
such Mquor or relieves any one from 
criminal liability.

Proposed Curfew Law to 
Send Children Home at 10

Disclose Plan to Aid 
_ Foreign Credits.

Indianapolis, Ind.,.Dec. 7.—{Special.j 
—Probably the biggest financial plan 
ever proposed in this country was pre- 
sented to the delegates of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau federation late 
tonight by Willis H: Booth, of the 
Guarantee Trust company, New York, 
to improve and strengthen the foreign 
credit and export situation. 

This plan is fostered by the American 
Bankers’ association, involving a con- 
certed action and support of the bank- 
ing, agricultural and industrial inter- 
ests of the United States. 3 

The new organization will build up 
foreign credits for the exportation of 
the surplus products of agricultural 
and industries in this country—to 
enable foreign agencies to buy surplus 
products produced in America. 

A committee will be appointed by the 
farmers’ federation to meet «ith the 
committee of the American Bankers’ 
association in Chicago next Friday and 
Saturday when a definite plan probably 
will be formulated. 

$100,000 000 to Be Used. 

An organization of $100,000,000 wiil 
be put across at first by the American 
Bankers’ association without any 
charge of commission or discount, ac- 
f£ording to tentativé plans announced 
‘tonight.

Directors will be chosen from each 
of the federal banking districts, three 
from each district—one banker, one 
representing the industrial interests, 
and one farmer.

Organited labor defeated the Dunlop bill, and is 
pretty generally hostile to the constabularies where 
they exist.

In New York during 1919 of 4,271 arrests made by 
the state troopers only 30 were for rioting. In Mich- 
igan fewer than 100 arrests of a total of 1,300 had 
anything te do with labor troubles. In Pennsylva- 
nia during the recent steel and mine strikes com- 
plaint was made against the constabulary, but it-is 
far from conclusive, 

The usual objection to state police is that they 
may be used as “strike breakers.” 
used in this connection begs the guestion. The use 
of the police to interfere in strikes in favor of one 
side or the other would be intolerable, and there 
should be every safeguard to prevent such abuse of 
authority.

Paratus which registered on an upright 
pole standing ten feet above the ground. 
I presume the man was given his blood 
pressure and also was informed as to 
the blood pressure proper for men of 
his age. 


To my mind this mob, eager to have 
these two tests, is an illustration of the | 


interest in personal hygiene. Every man 
in the line had some curiosity to know 
whether he was overweight or under- 
weight. From the looks of the crowd I 
imagine the lunch rooms in the vicinity 
Were a little less crowded that day 
and most of the patrons who came over 
from the lobby of the city hall ordered 
“an apple and a toothpick.” However 
brief a time they stayed on short ra- 
tions something was gained by putting 
the thought of overweight in the back 
part of their heads. Likewise with the 
blood pressure bunch. 

A blood pressure taken under the cir- 
cumstances is only of limited value. But 
I dare say most of the men who were 
told that their blood pressures were far 
from the normal for their weight had 
the subject investigated further. The 
whole significance of blood pressure is 
not settled as yet. Moderately high 
blood pressure in a given case may be 
necessary in order to overcome the ob- 
struction of a diseased kidney, for in- 
stance, But if the finding of a high 
blood pressure points the way to a dis- 
eased kidney, it is worth while knowing 
about even if the blood pressure of it- 
self is not significant. 

The remedy for obesity and, in some 
measure, for underweight, low blood 
pressure, high blood pressure, and even 
for most kidney troubles consists in sub- 
stituting good habits for bad ones. Does 
not this demonstration point the way to 
the time when men will audit themselves 
somewhat generally at stated intervais?

DECLARATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE IN 
DANGER OF FIRE 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—The orig- 
inal copies of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Gonstitution “ are in 
grave danger from fire or other mis- 
hap,” Secretary Colby declares in a 
memorandum to congress, in which he 
asks an appropriation of $25,000 to be 
used, not only to provide protection 
against “ fire, water, and violence,” but 
in exhibiting them “during business 
hours” to the public. 

“The decuments,” the secretary says, 
“are stored in an ordinary safe of thin 
steel, proof against neither fire nor wa- 
ter, which stands in the library of the 
state department, necessarily surround- 
ed on all sides with the combustible 
material usually found in libraries.”

LABOR PAY ROLLS 
COST ITEM 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS.

Advanced labor leaders and many of 
the rank and file admit that for its 


'@wn good organized labor must make 


gome of its working rules less onerous 
the confidence of the building pub- 

lic is to be restored. 

Here Is an Example. 

Take the hoisting engineers, for ex- 
ample. This union has been able 
to impose upon the industry quite un- 
usual requirements that tend to pile 


dead timber on pay rolls. One inno- 
cent looking rule is that if more than 
three machines of five horse power 


or less are put on a job, a hoisting en- 
gineer shall be employed. 

Say a mosaic floor is being set in 
a building and the contractor has put 
on a battery of four electrical polish- 
ing machines. The machines are op- 
erated by members of the mosaic work- 
ers’ union, but because there are more 
than three, a hoisting engineer has 
to be put on. About all he does is 
to sit around and smoke and draw 
his pay. 

“Just imagine what that does to 
the morale of the other workers,” said 
a builder. yesterday. “The sight of 
the sinecurist, loafing around and get- 


ting $1.26 an hour for doing nothing 
is enough to destroy the discipline of 
,the workers. But it’s in the rules— 
no more sense to it than if a house- 
keeper required an engineer to super- 
vise her operation of a carpet sweeper 
or an electrical vacuum cleaner.” 


Some Draw Two Salaries. 


Again, while a building is under con- 
struction, the boilers, elevators, pumps, 
siphons are in the field of the hoisting 
engineer. The rule allots so many units 
toaman. In many instances one man 
could easily do the work which the 
rules require must be done by two 
men, so instead of hiring two men, the 
contractors hire one and pay him two 
salaries.

“Yes,” said another contractor, “and 
up at the Drake hotel a contractor put 
in a little gas engine to run a small 
mixer, a trim saw, @ pump, and a 
siphon. It made four units. All it 
took was somebody to crank the engine 
up and it ran itself. But because there 
were four units, a oisting engineer 
had to be put in at $10 a day. The 
contractor peat the game by taking out 
the saw, leaving only three machines.”

“ And ile construction is continu- 
ing and material is going in,” said a 
builder, “the hoisting’ engineers must 
run the elevators. This often means 
that the owner has to keep two forces 
of men on the job—the regular eleva- 
tor force~and the hoist men.” 


Rule Against “ Speeding Up.” 

One of the working rules of the out- 
side carpenters fires and fines any man 
who works too fast—it was adopted to 
prevent “speedingy up” processes 
which used to be tt go with driving 
employers. In black and white its 
phraseology rather knocks one in the 
eye. 

“Rule 6—Any found guilty 
of excessive work or rushing o any 
job shall be reported by the steward of 
the job; he or they shall be ruled off the 
job and fined not less than $10.” 

Here’s another which prohibits a 
carpenter from filing his saws on his 
own time: | 

“Rule 65—Any member found guilty 
of filing saws, grinding, or repairing 
carpenter tools of any kind on his own 
time while employed by a contractor or 
builder or performing any of the above 
mentioned acts for any one working 
on job who is not affiliated with the 
carpenters’ district council either on 
his own time or his employer's ‘time 
shall be ruled off said job and fined not 


less than $10.” : 

They are not, however, prohibited 
from getting shaves and hair cuts on 
their own time. ' 

Unreasonable exactions by labor aré 
no worse nor better than oppressive 
methods by manufacturers and con- 
tractors, as for example the agreement 
under which the “door and window’ 
game flourishes. In all lines of the 
trade one hears that before building 
can again be put on a real _ basis, 
practices as well as prices will need 
to be rectified.

He runs up the tree, pass- 
ing within a fed inches of the suet, 
then slowly backs down and seems to 
manifest surprise when he again comes 
to the food. While not vicious, he 
seems to take much delight in pester- 
ing the other birds. 

One fall when I harvested the apples 
I left a few hanging on a tree, antici- 
pating a flock of hungry cedar wax- 
wings. Sure enough, on Jan. 14, they 
arrived and spent fully an hour shred- 
ding those apples in quest of the seeds. 
While they dined with me that day 
probably they had their next meal 
fifty or a hundred miles away. I re 
gret their visits are not more fre- 
quent. One is not attracted to them 
by their song, for they have none, but 
they sure Go wear attractive clothes.

In general the farmer who has had 
experience with electricity 
finds that it is more satisfactory to 
have the motor. slightly larger than is 
actually needed. While there is a fairly 
wide range in the usage of motors of 
different sizes on machinery, it is well 


to know what may be expected of a 
motor with a given horse power. 

Tiny motors are often powerful 
-enough to do many things that save 
hours of tiresome work. Even a small 
motor, ranging from one-eighth to one- 
half horse power, will run a surprising: 
ly large number of machines on the 
farm. Engineering experts at the lowa 
State college say that motors of this 
size will easily run such equipment as 
churns of medium capacity, bottie 
washers, cream separators, grinders, 
washing machines, sausage stuffers, 
meat grinders, and -.iceless refrigera- 
tors. 

Corn shellers that have been turned 
by hand for generations can be easily 
operated with 2 one horse power motor, 
and the ordinary milking machines 


only require a three to five horse power 
motor, according to these experts.
